narro w neck o f land by train o r wago n, 
and to o k ship o n the Pacific side fo r San 
ilrancisco . 
The canal was still o nly a 
dream; Cape Ho rn, far to the so uth, was 
siill a surf-fringed terro r fo r sailo rmen. 
-Then the French started to dig the 
canal; and Duncan was o ne o f the fo ur 
men cho sen to turn the first so ds.

Ev idence o f the 
depth 
o f the crisis,

eign secretary , were 
receiv ed 
with un­ 
feigned enthusiasm. 
The demo nstratio n 
fo r Mr. MacDo nald, the Asso ciated Press 
repo its, was "the wildest demo nstratio n a 
German cro wd ev er gav e a fo reign states­ 
man.”

"We hav e no t co me to Berlin merely 
to return y o ur call,” said Mr. MacDo nald, 
but to sho w' the wo rld that despite the 
difficulties o f the present situatio n o ur 
co nfidence in Germany co ntinues undi­ 
minished.” 
Oo ther natio ns are helping 
because "a free, self-respecting Germany 
is indispensable.” 
The wo rld's "financial 
reso urces must be emplo y ed to ho ld to ­ 
gether the structure o f civ ilizatio n.”
